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This  section  provides  a wide  variety  of  information  on  Boston,  its  population,  housing,  employment  and  other  characteris- 
tics. A quick  summary  of  the  available  data  from  the  1990  census  is  pre.sented  here.  Later  this  year,  the  Census  Bureau  is 
expected  to  release  its  1990  data  on  Housing  and  Income. 

Population 

Boston’s  total  population  in  1990  was  574,282,  a growth  of  1 1,288  people  since  1980.  In  1990,  Boston’s  population  is 
48. 1 % male  and  5 1 .9%  female.  During  this  same  time,  11>A%  of  the  population  is  44  years  old  and  under,  49.3%  live  in 
non-family  households,  63.0%  live  in  rental  housing  and  28. 1 % own  their  own  housing  unit.  Over  this  ten  year  span,  the 
Allston-Brighton  area  of  the  City  experienced  the  largest  influx  of  people,  increasing  by  5,020  or  7.7%.  The  Back  Bay- 
Beacon  Hill  area  registered  the  largest  population  decline  during  this  time,  a reduction  of  2,358  or  7.8%.  In  1990,  Allston- 
Brighton  recorded  the  largest  number  of  residents,  accounting  for  12.2%  of  the  total  population,  followed  by  South 
Dorchester  with  10.6%  and  Roxbury  with  10.2%  of  the  total  population.  When  analyzed  by  race,  the  City’s  population 
is  62.8%  White,  25.6%  Black,  0.3%  American  Indian,  5.3%  Asian  and  6.0%  fall  into  the  “other”  category.  Of  the  total 
population,  61,955  individuals  or  10.8%  are  of  Hispanic  origin. 

Characteristics 

Employment  in  Boston  for  all  sectors  has  shown  a decline  in  recent  years  due  to  economic  fluctuations.  In  1989,  Boston 
experienced  an  overall  job  loss  of  1.9%,  followed  by  a 2.6%  loss  in  1990.  Since  1981,  the  manufacturing  sector  has  regis- 
tered the  largest  decline  in  jobs,  reducing  by  38. 1%.  One  of  the  largest  growth  areas  during  this  time  was  the  services 
sector,  which  increased  by  21 .7%.  This  growth  in  services  is  directly  related  to  the  increase  in  health  workers.  The  average 
annual  wage  in  Boston  was  $31,954  in  1990.  Employment  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  area  has  also  declined  in  recent 
years,  decreasing  by  0.4%  in  1989  and  4.2%  in  1990.  Unemployment  in  Boston  reached  a high  of  8.4%  in  1991,  up  from 
3.2%  in  1987  but  below  9.1%  in  1982. 

In  the  1991  mayoral  election,  40.5%  of  the  registered  voters  actually  voted.  The  largest  voter  turnout  occurred  in  South 
Boston  (52.4%),  West  Roxbury  (48.1%)  and  East  Boston  (47.2%).  The  lowest  voter  turnout  occurred  in  the  Back  Bay 
(23.1%),  Fenway  (26.0%)  and  Mattapan  (30.5%) 

Office  Space  & Hotel  Rooms 

Between  1988  and  1991,  Boston  added  5,446  square  feet  of  class  A office  space  to  the  market.  The  vacancy  rate  for  class 
A office  space,  reached  a high  of  17.7%  in  1991,  up  from  14.1%  in  1990  and  7.5%  in  1987.  According  Meredith  & Crew’s 
Greater  Boston  Market  Report,  the  average  weighted  asking  rent  in  the  City  was  $25.20  in  1991,  a decrease  of  $8.95  since 
1990.  The  hotel  occupancy  rate  in  the  greater  Boston  area  has  decreased  by  5.1%  from  fiscal  1990  to  1991,  based  on  a 
survey  of  14,955  hotel  rooms.  The  average  daily  rate  for  a hotel  room  in  the  area,  is  $108.29  a 3.0%  decrease  over  the 
1990  rate  of  $11 1.63. 

Hospitals  & Universities 

Boston  is  home  to  30  short  and  long-term  care  hospitals.  These  hospitals  have  a capacity  of  8,459  beds  and  285  bassinets. 
As  of  January,  1991,  the  occupancy  rate  for  general  hospital  beds  was  80.0%.  Complementing  this  array  of  hospitals, 
Boston  boa.sts  32  public  and  private  colleges  and  universities.  Boston’s  full-time  student  population  is  106,348.  An 
additional  44,601  students  are  enrolled  part-time.  Based  on  enrollment,  Boston’s  largest  university  is  Northeastern 
(30,515  or  20.2%)  followed  by  Boston  University  (24,729  or  16.4%). 

Location  Factors 

When  moving  to  a new  city,  an  individual  or  business  must  consider  several  factors  such  as:  the  cost  of  housing,  taxes, 
the  school  system  and  other  demographics  of  the  City.  The  last  page  of  this  section  provides  some  basic  highlights  of  the 
factors  affecting  a corporation  or  individual  living,  working  or  operating  a business  in  Boston.

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The  fiscal  1992  general  fund  operating  budget  for  Boston  is  $1.3  billion,  a reduction  of  $42.8  million  or  3.1%  since 
fiscal  1991 . This  reduction  comes  after  four  years  of  decreasing  revenue  growth  since  fiscal  1987.  The  declining  rev- 
enue growth  and  the  decrease  this  year  are  attributable  to  the  cuts  in  local  aid,  a loss  of  $81.2  million  or  19.9%  over 
the  last  three  years  and  reductions  in  new  property  growth  and  departmental  revenues  due  to  the  slowdown  in  the 
economy.  Departmental  appropriations  in  fiscal  1992  totaled  $1.1  billion,  of  which  72.4%  is  allocated  to  four  depart- 
ments: School,  Hospital,  Police  and  Fire.  The  remaining  27.6%  is  distributed  among  57  departments,  divisions,  com- 
mission and  boards.  Health  insurance  for  city  departments  only,  was  the  fourth  largest  spending  area  in  fiscal  1992. 
Mandatory  appropriations  for  pensions,  debt  service  and  state  assessments  totaled  $247.0  million  this  year  and  repre- 
sent 18.7%  of  total  spending. 

Revenues 

As  a consequence  of  decreasing  state  aid,  Boston’s 
reliance  on  the  property  tax  has  increased  from  34.6% 
of  total  revenues  in  fiscal  1987  to  42.0%  of  the  total  in 
fiscal  1 992.  State  revenues,  during  this  period,  declined 
from  3 1 .8%  of  the  total  to  24.7%  and  departmental 
receipts  have  been  reduced  from  1 1.6%  to  10.2%  of  the 
total.  The  gross  property  tax  levy  and  state  aid  represent 
68.8%  of  total  general  fund  revenues  in  fiscal  1992. 

Since  fiscal  1987,  when  Boston’s  general  fund  revenues 
increase  by  11.1%,  the  City’s  annual  revenue  growth  has 
decreased  further  in  each  subsequent  year.  From  fiscal 
1988  to  fiscal  1991  the  City’s  actual  revenues  grew  by 
7.2%,  6.2%,  4.4%  and  1.8%  respectively.  In  fiscal 
1992,  revenues  decreased  by  3.3%.  In  constant  dollars, 
revenues  have  grown  by  8.9%  over  the  past  nine  years  since 
aid  decreased  by  7.4%  during  this  time. 

Expenditures 

General  fund  expenditures  have  reflected  the  revenue  trends.  In  fiscal  1987,  actual  city  expenditures  increased  by 
10.9%,  but  from  fiscal  1988  to  fiscal  1991,  increased  by  7.5%,  6.2%,  4.2%  and  2.4%  respectively.  The  fiscal  1992 
budget  represents  a 3. 1%  decrease.  In  each  of  the  last  six  years,  the  City  has  ended  the  year  with  an  operating  surplus. 
After  the  fiscal  1992  budget  was  approved,  special  legislation  allowed  Boston  to  reduce  its  retirement  allotment  by 
$17.4  million.  Of  this  amount,  $8.0  million  has  been  approved  for  the  School  Department  and  the  remaining  $9.4 

million  is  the  unallocated  appropriation. 

Personal  Services 

Personal  service  expenditures  for  salaries  and  overtime 
only,  account  for  62.2%  of  the  departmental  budget  in 
fiscal  1992.  That  percentage  has  remained  fairly  stable 
over  the  past  five  years.  From  fiscal  1988  to  fiscal 
1991,  personal  service  expenditures  have  shown  a cor- 
relation to  the  expenditures  trends,  with  declining 
spending  increases  of  12.6%,  8.7%,  5.3%  and  2.9% 
respectively.  In  fiscal  1992,  personal  service  expendi- 
tures decreased  by  4.6%.

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The  City  of  Boston’s  work  force  consisted  of  20,265  full-time  equivalent  (FTE)  employees  as  of  January,  1992.  That  total 
is  comprised  of  18,774  city-funded  employees  and  1,491  externally-funded  employees.  In  the  one  year  from  January  1991 
to  January,  1992,  the  City’s  payroll  decreased  by  497  city-funded  employees,  a reduction  of  2.6%.  Over  the  past  four  years 
from  January,  1988  to  January,  1992,  there  has  been  an  overall  decrease  in  Boston’s  city-funded  work  force  of  1,204  or 
6.2%,  reflecting  the  reduction  in  available  resources.  About  69%  of  all  city  employees  live  in  the  City.  The  ethnic  composi- 
tion of  the  City’s  work  force  is  67.7%  White,  23.2%  Black,  6.2%  Hispanic,  2.7%  Asian  and  0.2%  Other.  Employment  is 
split  evenly  between  male  and  female. 

City  Departments 

The  city  departmental  work  force,  as  of  January  1,  1992,  was  7,912,  a cut  of  352  since  January,  1991  and  582  since 
January,  1988.  City  departments  include  all  line  departments,  agencies  and  divisions,  excluding  the  Departments  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  School  and  Suffolk  County.  Over  the  last  four  years,  most  departments  have  registered  personnel 
reductions,  the  largest  cuts  coming  from  the 
Departments  of  Public  Works  (-100),  Inspectional 
Services  (-65),  Assessing  (-58),  Library  (-56),  Police  (- 
5 1 ) and  Parks  (-26).  Community  Schools  increased  by 
31  positions. 

Health  and  Hospitals 

The  hospital  payroll,  as  of  January  1,  1992,  totaled 
2,982  positions,  a reduction  of  372  from  the  prior  year 
and  a cut  of  627  or  17.4%  from  January,  1988.  The 
Hospital  Department,  which  represents  15.9%  of  the 
current  city-funded  payroll,  has  accounted  for  52.1%  of 
the  total  employee  reduction  since  January,  1988 
through  its  efforts  to  consolidate  operations  and  to  pre- 
pare to  move  into  a new,  but  smaller  Boston  City 
Hospital.  Most  of  the  decreases  were  in  the  positions  of 
clerical,  service  workers,  orderlies  and  registered  nurs- 
es. 

School  Department 

The  Boston  Public  School  System  decreased  its  city-funded  work  force  by  47  positions  from  last  year  and  by  225  since 
January,  1988.  The  last  four  years  clearly  show  the  impact  of  enrollment  changes  in  a period  of  tight  budgets  that  must 
comply  with  mandated  program  staffmg  requirements.  Since  January,  1988,  regular  education  teachers  have  been  cut  by 
313,  while  the  number  of  special  education  teachers  have  increased  by  1 15  and  bilingual  education  teachers  have  increased 
by  53.  Specialist  and  itinerant  teachers,  who  generally  teach  in  regular  education  programs,  showed  a total  increase  of  78. 
During  this  time,  the  number  of  administrators  were  cut  by  94,  secretarial/clerical  positions  by  146  and  technical  support 
positions  by  220. 

Suffolk  County 

Suffolk  County,  which  consists  primarily  of  the  Jail  and  Penal  Department,  is  the  one  area  showing  significant  employee 
growth.  The  Suffolk  County  payroll  increased  by  274  from  last  year  and  by  231  since  January,  1988  even  after  155 
employees  of  the  Courthouse  Commission  were  transferred  to  the  state  payroll.  Since  1988,  the  Jail  added  168  positions 
and  the  Penal  Department  246  positions  due  to  the  increasing  inmate  population  and  the  operation  of  the  two  new  and  larger 
correctional  facilities.

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Total  taxable  property  in  fiscal  1992  is  valued  at  $29.8  billion.  This  represents  a decrease  of  $6.6  billion  or  18.1% 
over  the  prior  year,  reflecting  the  slowdown  in  the  real  estate  market  being  captured  in  the  revaluation  process  adopt- 
ed by  the  City  for  this  year.  The  last  decline  in  taxable  assessed  property  for  the  City  occurred  in  1979,  when  total 
property  declined  by  1.2%.  Taxable  real  property  is  valued  at  $28.3  billion  and  personal  property  at  $1.5  billion  in 
fiscal  1992.  Three  downtown  wards,  Boston  Proper,  Back  Bay  South  and  Back  Bay,  represent  44.7%  of  total  taxable 
real  estate  value,  while  only  representing  19.8%  of  the  total  number  of  parcels.  Forty-six  tower  buildings  in  down- 
town Boston  total  $3.3  billion  in  value,  a decline  of  31.7%  from  fiscal  1991. 

Classification 

A 1978  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution  per- 
mitted the  classification  of  property  for  taxation 
purposes.  Cities  and  towns  were  allowed  to  deter- 
mine the  share,  within  limits,  of  the  annual  levy  to 
be  borne  by  each  class  of  property.  In  July,  1988, 

Chapter  200  was  enacted  which  benefitted  residen- 
tial property  owners  further.  The  Mayor  and  City 
Council  have  adapted  full  classification  with  the 
maximum  residential  exemption  each  year  (Page 
52).  As  a result,  in  fiscal  1992,  residential  property 
which  represents  60.5%  of  taxable  value,  pays 
30.8%  of  the  tax  levy.  Business  property  represents 
39.5%  of  value  but  pays  69.2%  of  the  property  tax 
bill.  The  average  residential  value  exemption  in  fis- 
cal 1992  was  $31,114,  which  provided  an  average 
tax  exemption  of  $347.85  for  61,927  homeowners. 

The  average  tax  bill  for  owner-occupied  single  fam- 
ily homes  this  year  is  $1,595,  an  increase  of  $134  or 
9.2%  over  last  year. 

Tax  Rate 

The  fiscal  1992  tax  rate  for  Boston  is  $34.27  per  thousand  dollars  of  value  for  business  property  and  $11.18  per  thou- 
sand for  residential  property.  This  represents  an  increase  of  36.6%  for  business  property  and  25.2%  in  the  residential 
rate  since  1991.  Since  1986,  the  tax  rate  for  business  property  increased  by  32.6%,  while  the  tax  rate  for  residential 
property  decline  by  16.9%.  The  overall  effective  tax  rate,  taxes  as  a percent  of  assessed  value,  increased  from  1.5%  to 
2.0%  from  fiscal  1991  to  fiscal  1992. 

Property  Tax  Levy  & New  Growth 

The  property  tax  levy  in  each  year  since  fiscal  1986  has  increased  by  8.6%,  6.9%,  7.1%,  7.0%,  7.3%,  6.9%  and  a low 
of  5.1%  in  fiscal  1992,  respectively.  The  increase  beyond  the  2.5%  increase  of  the  prior  year’s  levy  is  attributable  to 
new  growth  in  Boston.  New  growth  in  fiscal  1992,  represented  49.8%  of  the  levy  limit  increase,  the  lowest  the  City 
has  recorded  in  the  last  seven  years.  In  fiscal  1986,  new  growth  was  at  a high  point,  representing  71.1%  of  the  levy 
limit  increase.  New  growth  decreased  by  $6.7  million  or  32.7%  from  last  year.  Boston’s  tax  levy  is  at  the  maximum 
levy  limit  and  could  not  be  increased  further  except  by  an  override  approved  by  the  voters. 

Tax-Exempt  Property 

Tax-exempt  property  in  fiscal  1992  is  valued  at  $11.7  billion,  54.1%  of  which  is  public  property  and  45.9%  is  private 
exempt  property.  Tax-exempt  property  area  totals  approximately  23.3  square  miles  or  45.9%  of  Boston’s  land  area. 
Public  exempt  property  totals  41.1%  of  the  City’s  area  with  the  State  representing  25.5%.  Payments-in-lieu  of  taxes 
from  exempt  institutions/authorities  totaled  $26.5  million  in  fiscal  1992.

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During  the  1991-92  school  year,  over  57,000  students  attended  1 16  Boston  Public  Schools.  Total  school  staff  consists 
of  6,960  full-time  equivalent  city-funded  employees  and  919  grant-funded  employees,  for  a total  of  7,878.  Spending 
authority  for  the  School  Department  for  fiscal  1992  is  $386.5  million,  a decline  of  1.8%  over  fiscal  1991.

Expenditures 

In  fiscal  1992,  the  school  budget  was  reduced  for  the  first  time  since  fiscal  1982,  the  first  year  of  Proposition  2 V2. 
From  fiscal  1989  to  fiscal  1991,  School  Department  spending  showed  declining  growth,  increasing  by  10.0%,  8.3%, 
and  4.8%,  respectively.  In  fiscal  1992,  the  School 
Department’s  budget  decreased  by  1.8%.  Salaries 
continue  to  represent  the  largest  single  expense  item 
in  the  budget,  accounting  for  65.8%  of  the  total  fis- 
cal 1992  budget.  Teachers’  salaries  represented 
44.6%  of  the  total  1992  budget.  The  budget  by  pro- 
gram reveals  that  62.5%  of  the  operating  budget  is 
devoted  to  instructional  programs.  The  school  bud- 
get by  program,  from  fiscal  1986  to  fiscal  1992, 
shows  that  as  a share  of  the  total,  the  instruction 
budget  decreased  from  63.5%  to  62.5%.  During 
this  same  time,  the  regular  education  budget 
decreased  from  35.1%  of  the  total  to  31.8%,  while 
the  special  education  budget  increased  from  18.6%

During  the  1991-92  school  year,  the  BPS  is  operating 
116  schools,  with  a seating  capacity  of  69,206  and  a 
utilization  rate  of  82.9%.  Building  utilization  by 
level  was  78.2%  for  elementary  schools,  74.9%  for 
middle  and  98.5%  for  high  schools.  Of  the  75  ele- 
mentary schools,  14.7%  are  below  65%  utilization, 
while  31.6%  of  the  19  middle  schools  were  below 
this  rate.  None  of  the  15  high  schools  fell  below  the 

65%  utilization  rate.  The  Department  operates  seven  special  schools,  three  of  which  are  early  learning  centers.

Enrollment 

Actual  school  enrollment  this  year  is  57,400,  an  increase  of  897  students  over  the  1990-91  school  year.  Hispanic  and 
Black  students  accounted  for  the  majority  of  this  increase.  Over  the  past  five  years,  Hispanic  enrollment  increased  by 
25.2%,  Oriental  by  14.8%  and  Black  by  2.0%.  White  enrollment  decreased  by  20.1%.  Looking  at  enrollment  by 
race.  Black  and  Hispanic  students  represent  47.9%  and  22.0%  of  the  total  respectively.  White  students  represent 
20.6%  of  total  enrollment  and  Oriental  students  9.1%.  By  program,  regular  education  students  represent  73.5%  of 
total  enrollment,  special  education  students,  9.3%  and  bilingual  students  15.7%. 

Dropout  Rate 

The  school  cohort  dropout  rate,  which  tracks  a class  of  9th  grade  students  throughout  their  high  school  career,  has 
decreased  in  each  of  the  three  years  since  the  graduating  class  of  1986.  The  class  of  1990  registered  a 32.7%  dropout 
rate,  the  lowest  since  tracking  on  a cohort  basis  began.  This  rate  measures  the  retention  ability  of  the  school  system.

The  capital  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  financed  primarily  through  the  issuance  of  long  term  general  obligation 
bonds  for  which  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  is  pledged.  On  December  1,  1992,  the  City’s  net  direct  debt, 
which  is  gross  debt  less  principal  deemed  payable  from  related  revenues,  was  $436.5  million.  This  is  an  increase  of 
$29.5  million  or  7.2%  since  April,  1991.  Indirect  debt,  consisting  of  Boston’s  share  of  the  MBTA  and  the 
Metropolitan  Parks  District  debt,  was  $121.3  million.  This  brings  Boston’s  total  net  direct  and  indirect  debt  to  $557.8 
million,  a 4.5%  increase  over  1991.  As  of  January  1,  1992,  the  City’s  net  direct  debt  per  capita  was  $760.16,  an 
increase  of  $5 1 .30  or  7.2%  per  capita  from  1991.  Net  direct  debt  as  a percent  of  assessed  value  increased  from  1.1% 
in  1991  to  1.5%  in  1992.  The  City  will  retire  42.0%  of  its  outstanding  direct  general  obligation  long-term  debt  over 
the  next  five  years. 

The  Capital  Plan 

In  February,  1992,  the  City  issued  its  annual  Five-Year  Capital  Plan,  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Capital  Planning.  The 
total  capital  budget  for  the  five  year  period  is  $909.0  million,  of  which  $808.6  million  or  89.0%,  will  come  from  city 
funds  and  $100.4  million  from  other  external  sources.  Over  65%  of  the  capital  budget  is  allocated  to  three  basic 
areas:  Public  Works  ($262.8  million  or  28.9%),  Health  and  Hospitals  ($187.1  million  or  20.6%)  and  Schools  ($144.9 
million  or  15.9%).  This  five  year  budget  includes  funds  for  the  design  and  construction  of  a new  Police  Headquarters 
in  Roxbury,  the  completion  in  1993  of  the  new  $170.0  million  inpatient  facility  at  Boston  City  Hospital  and  a compre- 
hensive school  facilities  needs  assessment  study. 

General  Obligation  Bonds 

Generally  every  year,  the  City  issues  general  obliga- 
tion bonds  to  fund  capital  projects.  Boston’s  most 
recent  bond  issue  was  $70.7  million  in  February, 

1992.  The  City’s  strong  financial  position  and  the 
distribution  of  state  aid  on  a quarterly  basis  have 
enabled  the  City  to  not  issue  any  temporary  notes  in 
anticipation  of  revenues  in  fiscal  years  1988 
through  1992.  Also,  bond  anticipation  notes  have 
not  been  issued  by  Boston  since  fiscal  1984. 

Gross  Debt  Service 

Gross  debt  service  requirements,  the  payment  of 
principal  and  interest  for  Boston’s  long-term  and 
short-term  debt,  totaled  $86.6  million  in  1991,  a 
decrease  of  24.7%  from  fiscal  1990.  The  large 
decrease  was  due  to  the  redemption  of  the  Funding 
Loan  Bonds  in  1990,  which  totalled  $31.8  million. 

Over  this  same  period,  net  debt  service  requirements,  gross  debt  service  less  related  revenues,  increased  by  7.8%  to 
$70.7  million.  Net  debt  service  requirements  are  projected  to  increase  to  $72.4  million  in  fiscal  1992  and  increase 
each  year  through  fiscal  1995. 

Bond  Rating 

Prior  to  the  sale  of  the  $70.7  million  bond  issues,  Boston’s  “A”  rating  was  confirmed  by  both  Moody’s  and  Standard 
& Poors.  The  rating  services  noted  the  significant  challenges  facing  Boston  due  to  the  “declining  local  aid  levels. 
Proposition  2 Va  restrictions,  and  the  effects  of  the  prolonged  economic  downturn’’.  The  City  was  cautioned  to  main- 
tain a balanced  budget  through  appropriate  management  measures.
